Washington, Sept. 21 — The pro- 
duction of coal in Kentucky estab- 
lished a new record in 1912 with a 
total production of 16^499,521 short 
tons, according to Edward W. Park- 
er, coal atatlgtlclau of the United 
States Geological Survey. This large 
output repregeuted an Inc rease of 
2,440,818 tons over tbe figures for 
1911, and of nearly 2,000,000 tons 
over the former maximum output of 
1910. There was gn even greater 
increase In value In 1912, namely, 
$2,845,749 over the figures of 1911. 
The Increased production in Ken- 
tucky was due chiefly to new de-

ROOST CLOSET FOR POULTRY 

ConelderabI* Stre** Laid en Curtain 
in Front of Houa* at Maine 
Kxpariment ■tatlon. 

In the oirUlA-front type of poultry, 
bouee used at the .Maine experiment 
station a feature of the orlglnaUplan 
on which considerable stress was 
laid wa* the can va* cartain is front 
of the roosts. 

This eurtaln. together with the 
back wall of the house and the drop- 
pings board under the roosts, formed 
a cloFet In whleh the tilrds were shut 
up at nl^lit cliirl'ii: cold weather. 
Wh"n the (iirtalii front house was 
HrBt devised It was thoutiht esMentlul 
to provide siich a closet to conserve 
the body beat of the birds during the 
cold nights when the temperature 
might go well below >ero. Bxpe- 
rlonce has shown, however, that this 
was a mistake. Actual test shows 
that the roosting closet is of no ad- 
vantage, even in such a severe cli- 
mate a* that of Orono. On the can-- 
trary;: the bird* certainly thrive bet- 
ter Without the roost curtain than 
with it. It has been a general ob 
servatlon among ueers of the curtain 
front typo of bouse that when the 
roost curtains are used the birds are 
particularly KUHoeptlble to colds. It 
Is not hard to understand why this 
should be so. The iilr in a roosting 
closet when It Is opi in d In the 
niornlng is plainly bad. The fact 
that it Is warm in no way ofrsilH 
physlolonlcally the evils of its lu< k 
of oxygen and cici'ss of carbon ill- 
oxid. aniinonlacul vapors, and other 
exhalation* from the bodies ot the 
birds. 

For some time paat it has been felt 
that the rooeting closet was at least 
unnecessary, it not in fact a positive 
evil. Consequently the time of be- 
ginning to c|o*e the rooet curtain In 
the fall ha* been each year longer 
delayed. Finally. In the fall of 1910. 
it wa* decided not to u*e these cui^ 
tains at all during the winter. Con- 
sequently they wore taken out of the 
house, or spiked to the root, a* the 
case might be. Tho winter of 1910-11 
was a severe one. On several occa- 
sion* the temperature dropped to 30 
degrees below zero Vet during this 
winter tho mortality was exceptional- 
ly low and the egg production excep- 
tionally high. 

In view of this experience the slu- 
tion has decldi-d to dlBcontlniic tli" 
use of the roost curtain. It would 
sei in to be generally undesirable or 
at Ic a.st unnecessary.

GRADE HALF MILE FOR $7.50 

Rtley County, Kansas, Outfit Did the 
Work In One Day— Thre* Men 
Were Necessary. 

One traction engine, one road grader, 
and three men graded a halt mile of 
road In one day. This was accom- 
plished on a Riley county road at a 
coat ot $7.60, says Kansaa Industries. 
The «nglne, running on kerosene, con- 
sumed fuel at the rate of 20 gallons a 
day which, at a cost of 7Vi cents a gal- 
lon, cost $1,50. Three men were neces- 
sary to do tlie work -one to mn the 
engine and two on the grader. 

With the exception of the engineer, 
the work can be handled easily by la- 
borers. The cost of road grading 
ranges from $15 to $50 a mile, depend- 
ing on the soil and condition of the 
road, the Width graded, and the price 
of labor.
